O the Doleful Tragedy, of the 
Paſſion and Death of Jeſus 
Chriſt, to be exhibited next Fri« 
day, in its full Horror to the 
World : By way of Prelude, 

Sacred Majeſty , I preſent this Morning a Gom- 

bat,between Hatred and Love ; Hatred in ſJaves 

to-/ 
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to Sin, Love in a kind Redeemer: Love the 
moſt Divine, Hatred the moſt Unhumane : Ha. 
tred contriving how to Execute ; and Love re- 
ſolving to undergo, whatever a Barbarous Jewiſh 
Cruelcy could inflict. No ſooner were the 
Phayiſees acquainted, with the Prodigious Mi- 


racle of raifmg Lazarns from Death to Life, 


bur che Spirit. of Envy, with: more than accu- 
ſtom'd loſolency, ariſes in them. And there- 
fore Cothegirynt ergo Pontifices (fy Phariſei Con, 
cilium, No delay, a Council in all haſte is 
oathered, the. chiefeft oft Prieſts and Phariſees 
meet, being met they ſaid, Dicebant : I remark 
the Plural number ; they ſaid, as implying an 
eagerneſs of many {peaking at once, a rudeneſs 
unknown in well ordered Meetings. One at 
time is ever enough: Bit Patſion over-rul'd that 
Aſlembly, excefſiye;Violence equal-in all, made 
all equally break forth into the ſame Revilin 

reſentment, againſt themſelves and each'other, 
as too remifs art4 cold'in Profecncing Chriſt to 
Dearh. Q aitf/facimus ? fay they, What do we ?

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Miracles > Never did I hear 4 clearer Confeſſion 
of Enyy, joyn'd with more pervyerſicy, and leſs 
Thought of Amendment ; Becauſe he death 
many Miracles ? Isthis the Touch which gives 
Fire to your Engagements? And becauſe this Man 
doth Miracles, T'le be ſo bole as to retort, and 
enquire,What do you? More ; What have you not 
done? More yet ; What are you not ſtill doing, 
To compleat your {pightful Intentions? He 
doth Miracles, Evidences of his Divinity. 'What 
do you ? Where's the Tribute of Faith £ Where 
the humble ſubmiſſion due to his ———_ 
and Do&rine Authoriz'd þy Heaven ?

T T ought notto create wonder,nor yet be In. 
rerpreted Aﬀectation, much leſs RefleQion 
upon any particular, if I often fall with ſome ſe- 
verity upon the Phariſees,letting forth theirEnvy, 
diſcoyering their Hypocriſy, and deteſting their 
Malice. 1a the Goſpel the whole year through, 
nothing more frequently occurrs, Chriſt tho' 
mercy, -tho* meekneſs it ſelf, them he never 
ſpar'd? and why ſhould I ? I am ſure they ne- 
ver ſpar'd Chriſt nor his Diſciples , hard hear- 
ted to ſinners, - though Penitent, Cruel to 
their Redeemer. Yet never did their Violence 
of Paſſion, their Weakneſs of Judgment,

their confuſion in Council , more ſhow ic (elf 
than in the preſent Goſpel, 

To trace their Malignity from its very Origin, 
diſcourling it wich my felt, I conclule, Jealouſy 
was the ground, in which Envy took its firlt 
Root , trom Envy, as a connatural Fruit, Ha- 
tred ſprung. Deteſtable Jealouſy ! How dil- 
mal are thy ProduCts ? Fears, Suſpitions, Fret- 
ting Thoughts, dividing Relolutions, Derracti- 
ons, Slanders ; are the fue off ſpring of ſo un- 
happy a Parent : But this Jealouſy you may 
enquire, {o deſtructive to Chriſtian Charity, ſo 
Perniciousto hnmane Society, in what doth it 
conſiſt 2 My anſwer is, Paſſigns are eaſier 
known by feeling than defining. manly be- 
ing to Diſcourle ; Jealouſy, | conceive is 2 
mixt of Fear and Love ,; Love of what's poſle(s'd 
or deſir'd, fear of diſappointment or looſing ir. 
Thus with proportion to our Capacity , God 
himſelf Exod 20. 5. c-34- 14+ is Named, Detts 
Zelotes, Jealous of his own Honour, and our 
Love ; Happy for us, were we truly Jealous of 
his, preferring it before all, a ſinful World can 
afford ; but the Jealouſy of the High Prieſts and 
Phariſees, was not of that Nature, it was as 
oppoſite, as Farth is ro Heaven : They had the 
whole management of Religion amongſt the

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Jews, andas Religion ſway'f, the People they 
ſwayed Religion, even with Novelty #nd Cor- 
ruptions, though covered with much Preciſeneſs, 
as frequent waſhings and the like, ſee Mar, 15. 
y. 3+ Mark 7. 6. Swaying Religion, by conſe- 
quence, they ſway'd the People. The poileſſion 
of this Domineering Power, was ſweet, to part 
with ic bitter; in the Love of this ſweer,and Ab. - 
horrency of the birter ;*conliſted their Jealouly, 
which mov'd them ® cultivate , all poffible 
means,of preſerving what to them was ſo Dear, 
and to remove out of their way,whatever might «+ 
endanger it's lbſs.

Such was the- firſt ſpring of the Phariſees 
averſion to Chriſt, by which thoſe dreadful con. 
ſequences were drawn on, the ruine of their 
Temple, the deſtruction of their City, tif de. 
ſolation of their Country, andthe dilperſion of 
their Poſterity. Jealouſy of Riches, Jealouſy 
of Liberty, Jealouſy of Dominion, Jealouſy of 
Errour againſt Truth, Vice againſt Virtue : 
Jealouſy of Phariſees againſt Chriſt. Doth he 
Preath ? He's a Samaritan, and Heretick, a Mad- 
man to be Silenc'd. Doth he work Miracles ? He's 
an Impoſtor.. Doth he caſt out Devils ? Iris in 
the Name of Belzebub. Doth he raiſe the Dead *? 
He muſt Die for it. Phariſees will hear no 
Truth, no Chriſt will they have , they have _ 
Idols of their own, Wealth and- Honour to _ 
Adore. Wy 6 s 

I wiſh like Jealouſy, had never been too rife 
in the Hearcs of ſome,fhall I call them Chriſtians? 
If entertaining Envy aud Hatred, againſt Right, 
B 2 Juſtice, 
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Jaſtice, Merit, and Religion , they have more 
of the Phariſee than the Chriſtian, The Law of 
Chriſt is a Law of Mutual Union and Love, 
reaching us to Joy in each others Felicity, teach. 
ing to enquire aker Truth, bur nor ro ſuppreſs 
it . exhorting to bear patiently Perſecution and 
Slander, buc not to be Contumelious and per- 
ſecute. By oppoſite Proceedings. Chriſt:ans turn 
Phariſees, a Name which in Hebrew {ignifies di- 
viſion ; andthe infringers of Union, What are 
they Bur diyiders and devided, Foes to the com. 
mon good, deſtroyers of what may tend to a 
perfe& conjunction, of People amongſt them. 
ſelves, and with God *? Nothing lels would ſerve 
che Phariſees than Blood, - Blood ; they T hirſted 
Blord, and that of the Innocent Lamb of God, 
and that the Blood of the Mefſrab, Quid facimus ? 
What do we'? They exclarm, Q wa hic homo mul- 
ta Signa fecit, For this Man doth many Signs : His 
Sanctity confounds us, his Wiſdom convinces, 
his Miracles confirm, both what heis, and what 
he does ;if we let him live, we do nothing ; and 
.yer he not only lives,” but lives co give Life to 
#he Deceaſed ; he lives to be our Scorn, and the 
Peoples Darling ; And what do we ? Quid factimus * 
Thus Jealouſy, Envy, and Hatred ſwell'd their 
Hearts, and pleaded in their Minds : Ignorance 
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of Chriſt and Truth had no part in making 
them Paſſionate; Paſſron alone made them 
wilfully ignorant, and refuſing their Allegiance 
to him they knew : For a pr8of, vouchſafe to | 
turn to the 2d. Chapter of St. Matthew. 

The increated Son of God , to the amaze- 
menr of the Heavens the Angels being in ſilent 
aſtoniſhment, in a Porch or Stable of Berhelem, 
appearing an Infant upon Eearth , Heaven is | 
deliver'd of a-new Star, expos'd to the Worlds 
admiring, and inviting all to go.and Worſhip 
the new born God. The drowzy World doz'd 
in the boſome of {1n; ſeldom litting its Eyes to 
Heaven ; either ſaw'it no', or did, or would 
. not heed it ; only three - Kings, or wiſe Men, 
or rather both Kings and Wiſe , accept of 
of. the Invitation; and with a numerous Train 
from the Eaſt, they arrive in Jeruſalem,demagd- 
ing aloud, and enquiring, bi eſt qui natus e/t 
Rex Judzorum ? VP here is he that is born King of 
Jews? So'thatthe Mefpab igborn, O Phariſees : 
Take notice of what they ſay. Natus eſt, He is 
| bern , and that he's born a new Star appears to 
give in evidence and points him out , and, theſe 
Sages after ſo long and tedious a Voyage, de- 
clare they'r come for ng other end than to 


Adore him, All Glory be to Bethelem, no moxe 
; the -- 
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che leaſt of the Cities of Jud : To Sionall Joy, 
all Happineſs may attend Jeruſalem. The Co- 
venanted and Promis'd Mefjzah ; the Father of 
the World to corie, Pater futuri ſecu, Ila. 9g. 6. 
Parvulus natus eſt nobis, in this World to us is 
born an Infant, Princeps pacis , The Prince of 
Peace, 1s come to take up all quarrels berween 
God and Man : Con/o/aminz , Conſolamini Popule 
meus ; Be Comforted, be Comforted my People, ſays 
your God ;, By the ſame Prophet, c. 40. 1. Cheer 
up, O houſe of Iſrael? Bur alas! alas ! Thy 
words O I/atah are calt away, and ſo are mine , 
No tokens of Content, no demonſtration of 
Toy to be ſeen in Jeruſalem ; Melancholly pol- 
les all, and the cauſe of ſuch a Sullyneſs in oc- 
caſion of ſo great Mirth, who can declare it? 
Will you give me leave to venture, to guels, 
and fpend my Thought ? 
| Jeruſalem 15 prepolleſs'd with Jealouſy ; and 
therefore Turbatus eſt Herodes, Herod was 
troubled ; And whgs makes that to the purpoſe ? 
Nothing. But that's not all, what follows does ; 
And what is that ? Et wniverſa Jerololyma cum 
illo, And all Jeruſalem was troubled too; That 
Herod an Alien, an Idumean, no true Heir tothe 
Crown he wore, to the Scegter he {way'd, a Ple- 
beian, unworthy of the Royal Digaity, at the 
Name 


Name of a new born King, ſhould be Alarum'dz 
and Concern'd, ſtartles me not : But that Sion, 
that Jeruſalem, the Holy City, the City of God, 
at ſuch Bleſſed Tydings, of the ſo long deſired, 
and expected Meſtrab's arrival , in place of re. 
joFciog, ſhould be froward and penfive, aſto- 
mthes me. 

Some attribute the Trouble of that City to 
FlatfEry, an Attendant on Herod's Greatneſs : 
Bur I cannot ſubſcribe to this their Opinion , and 
| hope my refuſal will give no juſt Exceptions, 
or Offence, to thoſe who weigh my Mortives. 
| firſt reflect, Thar Flattery, tho'a leſs evilthan 
none Complyance, and CO: is not ſo inci- 
dent to whole Cities; yet I relye not upon this. 
I paſs further, . and conſider, how the Trouble 
of Herod and Jeruſalem is expreſsd by one and 
the ſame word, - Turbatus eft , Herod and all Je- 
rulalem was troubled : So that as the trouble in 
Herod undoubtedly was unteign'd ; from the 
Word or Letter, we have no Reaſon to judge, 
that of Jeruſalem was Aﬀe&tation, or Flattery. 
And the Author of the imperfe&t Work, held by 
ſome tobe St. Chry/oſtome, Hom: 2. Tom. 2: Al: 
ledging the cauſe' of that Diſturbance,  encou- 
rages my Opinion, Turbabantur, ſays he, quia 
de adventu Juſti non poterant gaudere iniqui , They - 
were” 
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were troubled, by reaſon unjuſt Men could not 'be 
glad at the coming of the Juſt it was not Igno- 
rance, Malice it was, that ſeiz'd them with a 
ſurprizing Anxiety. They were converſanc in 
the Prediction of Balaam, Numb. 2 4. 1 7. Orie- 
tur Stella ex Jacob, Out of Jacob a Star ſhall riſe. 
They could not but be inform d, how. the Heb. 
domads, or Weeks, foretold by Daniel, c. g. 10. 
The time v. 26. When Chriſt jhould be ſlairt,and 
by Conſequence born, were now expiring, and 
drawing to an end, Necr did they queſtion 
Chriſt s being come,but ſuppoſing it,the enquiry 
made to the Scribes ſummon'd in Council, was 
not, Whether Ghrift was born ? But, Wb: Chriſtus 
naſceretur * Where he was to be born ? To which 
they readily anſwered, In Bethelem of Juda. So 
thar it manifeſtly is made our, it was not want of 
Knowl:dge, which occaſion'd the Alteration in 
the Minds of the Jews : [t was Jealouſy, it was 
abundance of Malice in their Ring-leaders the 
Phariſees, which impreffion'd them againſt their 
Duty ; and ſothe Name of Meſhah molt grate- 
full co their Anceſtors, to the Prophets moſt ac« 
ceptable; the Beloved Object of their Religion, 
now prov'd Frightful unto them ; and the great- 
eſt Myſtery of Divine Love, Of God made Man 
yas receiv'd with the greateſt negle&t and con- 
tempr. 
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And why ? Ouia de adventu, &c. Be- 
nt ar”. Men us not be glad at the coming 
of the Juſt 

And who were theſe Unjuſt ? Let St. Matt. 
C. 5. V. 20. tell us, The Phariſees; Who the 
Slaves to Avarice? Luk. 16. v. 14. Who the de. 
riders of Ghriſt > The Phariſees, ' Who the Hy- 
pocrites ? Mac. 16, v. 24. The Phariſees, Who 
the Proud? Luk. 1 8. v. 9g. The Phariſeet. Who 
wilfully Blind and Lok of the Blind ? Mar. 
123+ The Phariſees. Peruſe.chat Chapter, from 
the1z werſe to the end, containing no leſs than 
eight Woes, as it were oppolite in number, to 
the eight Beatitudes, denounc'd againſ{t them, 
They coul tell, where Chriſt was Born : But 
did they move ? They could Name the place, 
but did they ſtir a foot to make towards it 2 No, 
no , 'tis no raſh Judgment to think they were a 
hindrance to the People for paying their Ho- 
mage to their Redeemer : They were troubled 
as well as Herod, Jealouſy was equal in both 
they diſcovered the Place of Chriſt's Birth, to 
expole him to Herod's Cruelty. De adventu Juſti 
non, &c. Injuſtice could never be glad at the ap- 
pearance of Juſtice, Errour of Truth, 'Impiety of 
Religion. For God to become Infant, what 
more Encearing ? Than the Perſon of Chril, 
C what 
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what more Amiable ? The very Gent:/s, when 
diſcomforted, at his Divine Aſpect to their af- 
fictions, found eale. - 'And yet the Phariſees, 
new Born, deſpis'd him ; they Perſecuted him 
living ; he Dying , they Sported in his Tor- 
ment , when he Triumph'd over Death, cheir 
Invincible Envy {till perſu'd him, And' was 
ever Hatred ſeen more Tragically Furious 3 I 
paſs iff Silence, the difteicnc Arts made uſe of, 
ro cover and drive 01 the great Deſign of Chriſt's 
Death, and Extirpation of his Do&rine. The 
Goſpels are fill'd with their Calumnies, their 
Reproaches, their ſuttle Enquiries, to circum- 
vent Him , all Tranſports, all Stratagems of 
Envy and Hatred, too well known to be repea- 
ted here. Bur what ſucceſs ? What ſucceſs of 
this their impious Policy * 

Tho' the Territories of Bethelem , in the 
Blood of ſo many Infants, Bluſh'd at Herod's 
Barbarity ; did not Chriſt ſurvive him, to the 
confuſion of his Enemies, to the propagating 
his Evangelical Law; the Phariſees burſting 
for Envy 2 Such was the iſſue of the firſt Coun- 
cel call'd by Herod , to deſtroy our Saviour in 
his Cradle : The Machinations of the Phariſees 
during his Life took no better effe&t , and the 
Councel held by Caiphas this Morning , upon 
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the ſame Principals, you'l find puniſh'd with 
ſucceſs, to them as fatal ; as go Chriſt glorious, - 
and to his Church advantageous. Gens abſque 
Concthio, Deut. 32.v. v8. Ah Nation | without 
Council, thou ever prov'ſt Unfortunate, becaule. 
contentious with the Almighty. Bur of this 
«heir Envyous Policy, thejr Councel, withgut 
Council. More in my ſecond Part. 

In the mean time, Dear Clamſtians, let me 
rake the liberty to exhort all, to Serioutly 
enter into their own Conſciences, for fear this 
Phariſaical Spirit, of Jealouſy and Envy may 
lurk in the Hearc of ſome of us, to the diſquiet- 
ing our ſelves, and the no little diſturbance of 
others. Do we repine at our Neighbours pro- - 
ſperity 2. Do we ſeek to be glorious in their in-- 
tamy ? Happy in their Milery ? Do we ftrive to 
build upon cheir ruine? Are we underminding ? 
Are we perlecuting each other? If ſo, We*are 
Phariſees ; Phariſees we are in deeds, whatever 
our Profeſſion be in Name : The zeal, which 
each one has for the Religion he 'is in , ought 
ever to temper'd wich Charity. Let one En- 
quiries be Sincere, and [mpartial, but Peaceble. 
The Oracle of che great Gamalial, 4s the 5. 
wv. 38. and 39. Ler it highly be Prifited in our 
Minds : 1f our Religion be the Invention, or 
C 2 work 
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work of Man, of it (elf it will be difſolv'd, and 
dwindle away : - Of hundreds of Hereſies, no 
more remains than the Name, than a remems« 
brancethey were ;+ Truth alone our lives all Op- 
poſitions ; But if our Religion. be. of. God ,, to 

ainſay it, is vain, no ſtriving againſt it, no 
Pqwer able to diſſolye it. Jealouſtes then, lev 
them eternally be exil'd ; let Envy be kept out 
of the Heart okgtrue Chriſtian ; ſo vile a Paſ- 
fion ſcarce dares Aﬀault a generous Mind, (el- 
dom maſters it : But once entred., what Tra- 
gedies doth jr not perform ? Be thou: my only 
Witneſs ; to omit innumerable Preſidents, the 
Flower of Youth and Virtue, thy Fathers Com- 
fort and Love, O Joſeph | Of whom without 
\Tenderneſs I never think: 

A Dream with fraternal freedom and candor 
recounted to his Brothers, had coſt him his Life, 
had not Heaven ſtood his Friend. Fhe Comlineſs 
of his Perſon, Reſpect to his Parents, his Gentle 
Behaviour, .his Sagacity of Councel ; his Pro- 
vidence, his Loyalty to his Maſter, the Spirit 
of interpreting Myfteries,. and foretelling future 
Eyents ; rais'd him to that pitch, his Brethren 
envy'd when Prophecy'din a Dream : Heer my 
Dream, ſaYs the. Innocent, Audite Somnium meum 
ira,. Gen,-37.V..6, Peace, Peace, O Joſeph!

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As thou tendereft thy Life and Welfare” be Si- 
lent : Who no harm Thinks, no harm Fears : The 
open hearted Incautious Youth goes on : Hear 
my Dream, 1 thought we bound Sheafs in the Field, 
and my Sheaf aroſe as it were, and ſtood, and your 
Sheafs ſtanding about, did Adore my Sheaf. Not 
to be tedious in a Paſlage ſo well known ; This 
occaſion - of his* words, and Dream, ſays the 
Text, Miniſtred nouriſhment totheir Envy and 
Hatred, Invid:e « odii fomitem miniſtravit. So 
ketchiug is Envy, even at a Shadow, a Dream, 
a word drop'd. But be contented toremember, 
O Children of Jacob! Joſeph's your - Brother, 
his tender years plead his excuſe , his Tears 
ought to quench your Anger : what he ſays is 
but a Dream, and grant the Dream prove true, | 
is it not the Intereſt. of your Family that he be 
rais'd? He hasa Brotherly tye to you, you'l 
be great in his Greatneſs; if his Sheaf ſtand a- 
bove, yet your Sheafes will ſtand about it. In 
the courſe of Worldly and Moral Prudence,- to 
any Man of Senſe, what- moge agreeable'? 
Strong Perſwaſives ; had not the apprehenſion, 
of a younger Brother's over-toping them, nou- | 
riſh'd Jealouſy ; Jealouſy bred Envy, Envy pro- 
duc'd Hatred; Hatred it was, wiich caſt him 
into a Cilterne, furniſhing it with two Fountains 
flowing 
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flowing from his Eyes: Hatred it was which 
Sold him tothe Midianzites. No Bond (o Stroug, 
no tye ſo Sacred, which by Jealouſy and Envy is 
not Violated , even in Brothers, to a Brother, 
it admits of no. Mercy, But to detain you no 
longer in a Dream , Ile .draw the Courtine, 
As the Dream was a Pi&ture of Joſeph's future 
Proſperity, ſo Joſeph was a Figure of Chriſt, 
his Brothers were the Jews : Joſeph by Envy and 
Hatred, was thrown into a Ciſtern, Chriſt into 
Sepulchre, the one and the other roſe to Glory, 

It is the fate of the beſt of Things to be en- 
vy'd, and often hated, a Sin as unnatural , as 
it's natural to eſteem and love what's good ; a 
Sin which ſpares none, it ſpar'd not Chriſt , bur 
in the Phariſees Councel dares a&t againſt him, 
pretends to guide Policy, and Policy when guid- 
ed by Paſſion, is but a blind Fury, Be it then 
for ever baniſh'd from our hearts ; let a Chri- 
ſtian moderation poſſeſs our Minds : The true 
way to be Happy , is to Joy in each others 
Happineſs, Tolle invidiam, lays the grear St. 
Auſtine upon St. John , Et tuum eft quod habeo, 
tollam invidiam, & meum eſt quod habes, Take 
away Envy, and what T have 1s thine , Tle take 
away Envy, and what thou haſt is mine. And[1 
come to my ſecond Part more immediatly, re- 
fleting upon their Councel: "ob 
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Collegerunt ergo Pontifices oy Phariſzi Concilium, 
The Chief Prieſts therefore, and the Phariſees, 
gather'd a Council, Et diecebant , and they laid, 
Quid facimus.? What do we ?

Ntring into the Councel of Priefts and 
Phariſees , far be it from me to inter- 
meddle, with State Maximes, al moſt as va- 
riable, as Climats, Nations, and Families : 
It were a folly for me to pole my ſelf with 
+ Politique Intrigues , much more to condemn 
ſo Noble a Qualiay as Policy is , when right- 
ly manag'd: 1 fhall ſay ng, more than what 
= Goſpel inforces upon me. No Councel with- 
out Policy ; and well for this Phariſaical Coun- 


el had it had any. Policyis a Virtue ; and this 


Councel was deſtitute of all Goodneſs. Craft is 


.no Policy, double Dealing is no Policy ; much lels 


Treachery and Cruelty, though by the Ignorant 
ſuch Vices are often Honoured withche Nameof 
that Virtue : Policy is a main branch of Prudeuce, 
conſiſting in the Art of governing Men, pro- 
per to Man, and placing him in a Sphere above 
all other Creatures, Inſenſitive , and Senfitive. 
Thelg by immediate Inſtin&t are govern'd by 

God, . 
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God : By a Natural impulſe, the Bee is taught 
to frame its Honey-Comb, the Spider to weave its 
Suares , the Emitt to Ant to ſtore its Magazines, 
I forbear a longer Excurſion. To Man alone 
God has left, as to Vice and Virtue the Go- 
vernmegt of himſelf , giving him for Rules, 
Reaſon and Religion, with his Divine Grace 
aſliting him ; propoſing Rewards to well do- 
ing, threarning Puniſhments to evil, and ſub- 
ſticuting Vicars upon Earth, co Remunerate or 
Chaſtiſe the good or bad Uſe, Man makes of 
his Liberty,'as far as it comes within their Verge, 
and relates to the publick. Upon thele grounds, 
if Policy does not build, it degenerates, if it de- 
viats from Reaſon, it's Nonſenſe, it from Reli- 
gion, "tis Impiety ; if it ſwerves from Juſtice, 


anſwerable with Miſery and Calamity. 
For an Example, I need no mor- 1412n return 


ther, and coming in full Mouth'd with a Quid 
facimus ? What do we ? Gentle Sirs, you are the 
ſtanding Councellors in Religious Afﬀairs : I 
ſhould be glad to learn your Method to apply 
it to my ſelf; for you know each Man, hath a 
little Commonwealth within him ; he often firs at 
Councel with his. own Mind, his Appetite Sug- 
; gelts,

it's Iniquity, and it's ſucceſs in the end, will be 


to the Prieſts and Phariſees Allembling toge. . 
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geſts, his Knowledge propoſes, his Thoughts 
give in their Opinion, his Judgment Decides : 
Love, Anger, Fear, and the like alteratives of 
Reaſon, (as the Wile have taught me,) are to 
be kept out ; and if in the Councel each ſingle 
Man holds with himſelf, ſuch order 1s to be ob- 
ſery'd, much more in your Councel:, concer- 
ning not the private wa but the publick ; and 
the publick in a point of the higheſt Importance. 
Whereas I meet Suſpicions, Fears, Jealouſles, 
Envy, Hatred, coming in, with a Quid facimus? 
What do we ? Paſſion alone is admitted, Reaſon 
and Religion are debarr'd entrance ; fo that in 
place of taking a Leſion from you, I am forc'd 
to expoſtulate your unjuſt Proceedings. 

They begia with a-Quid facimus ? What do we? 
We ? we ? mumber leflens Shame, emboldens 
Cowardice, and encreales Inſolency, and there- 
fore they We it, to ſpeak big, and Authorize 
what they lay; or perhaps, rather that the 
Guilt may be divided, and fall upon no parti- 
cular. Ignorant Do&ors, not to know that 
the whole guilt of an Aſſembly falls upon each 
particular,when conſenting to it, Bud facimus ? 
What do we.? Who, is't they conſul ? We? them 


ſelves, their private Paſſion, and latereſt, be- 


traying the. Peoples Welfare , and Jeruſalem's . 
D Haps» 
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Happineſs, intruſted with them ; under pre- 
tences of publick good, they palliace private de- 
ſigns. Your Attention I beſeech you. 
Reaſon, Reaſon where art thou 2 Where's 
Juſtice ? Where Religion? Neither Reaſon, 
Juſtice, nor Piety,is to be ſeen in this Meeting : 
The Meſſah is rejected, what more Impious ? 
His Death is intended, what more unjuſt ? Be, 
cauſe he doth Miracles ; what more againft Rea- 
ſon? What more ſtupid ? He that has work'd 
ſo many Miracles for others, Grave Speakers ; 
can you be ſo Sottiſh as to think, he hath not 
Power to-defend humſelt? He that gave Life to 
ſo many, can he not preſerve his own ? Can he 
not ſtrike you Dead ? Yet ſtill the Quid facinus? 
goes on, What do we , for this Man doth many 
Miracles * They di{dainfully vonchfafe him not 
with: the Name of Chriſt, Meſſiah, or even 
Jeſus ; but contempribly ſtile him;: This Man, 
wich what ſtudied conſequency ? -And yet theſe 
are the Wiſdom of Iſrael. If he be-no more than 
Man , you are Men too, do the like Mitacles, 
and you'l be in no lefs efteem ; his doing Mira- 
cles- above the Power of Man, bares Teſti- 
mony he's Commiſſion'd by God, and therefore 
agood Witneſs, of himſelf 'being God. What 
iay you now ?: They have nothyng- to ſay be. 
loved - 


loved Brethren, againſt Reaſon, but what Paſ. 
ſion DiRates : S; Dimittimus eum, omnes credent 
in eum, If we let him go, all will believe in him : 
They'r terrified at the growth of the true Reli. 
gion; Will all believe? His Religion then 
muſt be the true, in which though (full of hard. 
ſkips) all will believe him : And with what 
Juſtice ? With what colour of Reaſon, can 
you pretend to aboliſh ir, and drown it in his 
Blood ? Somexhing mult be alledg'd, be pleas'd 
to give Ear. 
. Venient Romani, they anſwer : The Romans will 
come, Ft tollent locum noſtrum of gentem ; And 
will take away our place and Nation : Behold a 
Panick Fear , ſuch as impious Politicians are 
wont to ſtrike into the ignorant Rable,to run on 
their Deſigns. . They might as well have voted 
a Plot,and laid it co Chriſt's Charge; they might 
as well have depos'd that forty thouſand invi. 
ſible Romans were landed upon Mount Sion, each 
with a Canon upon his Shoulder; their falſe Wit- 
nefſes, Mat. 26. 60. Would not have faild 
of taking their Bribe, and Sworn to their 
wiſhes. Yentent Romani, Behold Religion made 
a point of State, Bur O Repugnancy of Paſſion ! 
Arenot yow the Gentlemen, who even now, 
apprehending the: growth gf Chriſts Reg 
D 2 C- 
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declar'd all would believe in- him, Omnes cre- 
dent enm? If fo, let the Romans: come ; if all 
will believe, both you and they will believe in 
him too, and joyn 1n the ſame intereſt : By the 
Law of Chriſt, they are oblidgd nor to injury 
any, they'l believe in Chriſt, they'! obſerve his 
Law ; What greater ſecurity can you have? 
The Romans will come? Ah vain pretexts ? The 
Romans Will come? Yes. Yes. Unconcludin 

Arguments ! They'l come to be the Scourge of 
your Folly, Cruelty, and Sinful attach to this 
World, without regard to God, or the next ; 
Temporalia perdere Trmmerent, ff vitam Eternam 
non cogitaverunt, & fic —_ amiſerunt ; lays, 
St. Auſtin upon this place ; They pretended to fear 
looſing what was Temporal, Life Eternal they con- 
fidered not, but ſlighted, and fo made forfeiture of 
both. | 


To draw to an end, let Carpbas now ſpeak, 
he fitsin- the Chair; He's the High Prieſt of 
this year, a Dignity, though at-that time be- 
come venal , enabling him to fay ſomethi 
more than the reſt, He confidently tells them, 
Vos neſcitis quicquam, Gentlemen you know nothing. 
And why ſo? Not for the Reaſons hitherto al- 
teadged,” but for a much higher, ; over-reaching 
his own Tatelligence, - And whatwas it ? Zx- 
pedit 


pedit roobis ut unus moriatur -homo pro popule.- &- 
non tota-Gens pereat,- It is expedient to you, that 
one Man die far the Peaple, and the whole Nation 
periſh not. - Where the Evangeliſt with much 
refle&tion puts in v. 51, Charging us as it were 
to remember, Hoc antem ſemetipſo non dixit, He 
ſaid not this of himſelf, Sed cum efſet Pontifex 
annt illius Propbetavit, But being High Prieſt for 
that year, he Prophely'd : Qzuod Jelus erat pro 
genste Moriturus, &c. That Jeſus was to die 
for the World, exc: : | 
This deciſion being pals'd; from that Inſtant, 
The contrivance of Chriſt's Death is taken in 
hand, he knowing his Time-not yet come, tho' 
near :. with his Diſciples retires, to the ſolitary 
Town of Epbraim, ſeated upon the Deſert;' as 
ic. wee to dilpole bimfelt for their intended 
Garielcy, of which, to the Horror of the World, 
with Tears in: your Eyes, Sadnels in your 
Thoughtsy you l-hear next week the Bloody Exe- 
cation, Butlam call'd back, : to: clear a difh- 
culry ariſing from this nayrative, and it is this, 
Had not the. Jzws frequently endeayour'd to 
Scone Chriſt.and | be ' his' Death? ' Howe ' could 
Gaiphas then with Truths "and. ſpeaking 'a$ 2 
Prophet, (ay, 08 kuow-notbing? Neſer i, quic- 
quam neqz; cogitages: Nor do you think, \thac it 
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is expedient for one to die for the People? Had 
they not conſider'd, had they not thought it 
expedient, what ſo often they had attempted ? 
To the explaining the paſſage have recourſe 
to my Text. Quid facimus'? What do we ? In theſe 
words, I conceive a ſuſpenſe of Mind, as-in 
men that would, but could not effect their De- 
fires, and therefore an other Verſion reads, What 
ſhall we do > His Wiſdom deludes our- Craft , 
his Power baffles our Aſſaults, he has Miracles 
in his Hand, multa figna facit, Jealouſy, Envy, 
Hatred, Fear and Deipair playing their Parts, 
in the Aſſembly, and with oppolite Suggeſti. 
ons tortouring their Minds ; Divine Love to put 
an end, to their wicked debates, Places it ſelf 
in the Chaire, makes uſe of the High Prieſts 
Tongue, filences Vicious Policy, and de- 
clares unto them, Expedit ut unus-mortatur homo, 
&c. It's expedient, #hat one Man Die for the 
Redemption of all Men : It was-not Policy which 
ſpoke in Caiphas, 'Non a ſemetipſo dixit, He ſaid 
it not of himſelf : The wit of Man was at a ſtand, 
with a Quid facimus? What dowe ? And there, 
fore deſervedly upbraided by Carphas, with 'a 
neſcitis quicquam, You know: nothing, neque 9. 
gitatis, Your Thoughts'are Non - pluſt, © The 
Knowledge of Man could not'tel} ir»was expe. 


dient 
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dient that Chriſt ſhould die for the Redemption 
of all Mankind, Malice could only think ic ne. 
cellary to ſatisfy Hatred, and: compaſs private 
ends. It was Divine Love and Wiſdom , honour- 
ing the Office of High-Prieft tho' in a ſinful Per- 
ſon,whicti {poke in our behalf;as if Chriſt himſelf 
ſhould have laid ; what hatred cannot, my Love 
ſhall do. Go'on, go on, expedzt, it is expedient, 
From all Eternity it was decreed in Heaven, 
that with my Paſſion and Death I ſhould pur- 
chaſe my Spouſe the Church , I readily ſubmir, 
it is my Fathers Will, being His, it is Mine, Ex- 
pedtt it is expedient it ſhould be fo. The fins of 
Men clamour for Revenge, my Blood ſhall cry 
out Mercy. Expedit, it 1s expedient, that I ob- 
ſtru& no more your endeavours of my Death, 
Expedit, it is expedient ; you'd have me a Sacri- 
fice to your hatred. Neſcitts quicquam, you 
know -nothing, with-yourgreateft- diſappoint- 
menct,toObedience & Charity I'll fall a Vietim, 
expedit ut unus moriatur homo, it is expedient that 
one Man ſhould die, | am the Man, but'your God. 

Thus the Reſolution of Hatred and falſe'Po- 
licy in the Jews, met 'with tlat of Love, and 
Wiſdom in” Chrift, but” with how different e- 
vents ? Chriſt died, but founded his Church,and 
drew a World after him, The Jewsſeem'd to 
Try- 


'Tryumph, but what ? The {o much dreaded 
Romans. came,  Belieged Jeruſalem, torn with 
FaRtions within, Crucified Forty Thouſand 
ſo puniſhing their hatred to Chriſt and his 
Death. The Famous Jeruſalem was Le- 
vel'd to the ground. Jeruſalem , no more the 
Vifion of Peace, but the Seat of Miſery and Ter- 
rour. Jeruſalem, no more the Holy, but the 
Prophane, No more the Populous, but the De- 
folate. No more the Stately Jeruſalem, but Je- 
raſalem the Humbled. Jeruſalem no more Gity of 
God, but Jeruſalem no more a Gity. Jeruſalem, 
Jeruſalem, que occidis Prophetas, Luk. 1 3. w. 
34. Jeruſalem, which Killeſt Prophets, Flaw of- 
ten would T((aid Chriſt) gather thy Ghildren, 4s 
the Bird doth her brood under her Wings, and thou 
wouldſl not, behold your Houlcs {hall be left de- 
ſert to you, Chriſt's Propheſy was ſoon fullfill'd, 
No more Feruſalem: to be feen ; the very me- 
mory, that, and what it was, may-be a Leſſon 
to the World, how all wicked Policy, Envy, 
Hatred, and Effuſion of Innocent blood will 
end, {eldom well in this World ;' as to the next 
it's {et at Defyance, and threatned by Chrift 
a little before his Paſſion, and much about the 
time this Councel was held , thus reproach- 
ing the Phariſees, Mat. 43+ 32+ and challenging 


their 
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their cruelty, Implete menſuram Patrum Veſtro- 
rum, fill up the Meaſure of your Fathers, Genimina 
Viperarum, Brood of Vipers, Quomodo fugietis a 
Judicio Gebenne. How will you fly the Judgment of 
Hell ? Let them anſ(wer if they can, who this 
day ſat in Council againſt the Anointed of che 
Lord, and now burn in everlaſting Flames. 
Bur. Quid facimus ? What do we, O Chriſtians? 
What do we? We have ſeen Hatred in fury a- 
gainſt Chriſt , and Chriſt's Love doing Mira- 
cles For us, Man's Haired reſolving to be 
Chriſt s Death, and Chriſt s Love reſolving to 
oive Man Lite, though with che lols of his own. 
And whatdo we * Do not we all partake of 
his Charity * Their hatred, did he not make it 
ſubſe vient to his Love, and contributing to 
our Salvation * The Councel of Phariſees knew 
not how to proceed, and was poſed. When 
his divine Love decided the Cale, with an Ex- 
pedit, u; unus moriatur homo, pro populo, 8&c. *Tis 
expedient, that one Man Die for the People, aid 
the whole Nation periſh not : Prophetavit, That 
is God ſpoke in the High Prieſt. And the whole 
Nation periſh not : To Periſh, is more than to 
die of a Corporal Death ; to Periſh is to Die for 
ever: That wethen may nor Periſh , may not 
Ecernally Die ; butthat tota Gens, all, and each

one may be Saved, Chriſt himſelf will Die; and 
the horribleſt of Deaths. 

Beloved Redeemer , tho' as my God, with 
my face upon the ground, I Adore thee, yer [ 
firmly believe thou art alſo Man,ſenſible of Pain 
and Death,as well as others of that Nature. Yes, 
yes, Me thinks I hear him ſay, it's a Miracle of 
Love makes me ſo; it was only to ſuffer for the 
Love of Man, that [ became Man: I ſhall Fear, 
I ſhall Tremble, 1 ſhall Agonize, bur Expedit, ir 
is expedient... At the ſole apprehenſion of my 
Torments,l ſhall even Sweat Blood in the Gar. 
den of Gethſemani : But Expedit, it is expedient. 
Atthe flight of my Diſciples, my heart will ſeem 
rent from me ; Peter's denyal, how deep will 
it. g0 ? But Expedit, it is expedient. . The deli. 
cacy of my Completion, will augment the tor- 
ment of my Scourggs ; my Crown of Thoyne, and 
being Nail'd upon the Croſs ; the Inſults, the 
Scofts; paſling my Ears from my choſen People, 
The diſgracious Jews;will pierce my Soul Bleed. 
ing with Grief : with Clamour, and with Tears, 
to *my Eternal Father , I ſhall deliver my 
Spirit , Heb. 6. c. 7. My Humanity has a 
horror, and Groans at the very thought ; bur 
Expedit: it 1s expedient, and Ile through with 
all; it is no-- more than my Love commands : 


And 
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And O ! that this Love of mine from the Heart 
of Sinners could purchaſe a ſincere Repentance 
No otherwiſe our Savionr's Love Addreſles it 
ſelf to each here. 

And what ſay we, Dear Brethren ? what ſa 
we? Or rather, Quid facimus ? W hat do we? 
Lent is a time of Pennance ; What do we? God 
forbid we. ſhould render't a time of Sinning : 
Weare in Paſſion Week minding us of our 
Saviours Pains; And what do we? I hope we 
do not indulge unlawful Pleafures. Holy Week 
is at hand ; and are we preparing; to receive the 
Real Body and Blood of Chrift , Figur'd ia the 
Paſcal Lamb ?* We blame the Phariſee's hatred 
to Chriſt : And if we perſevere in Sin,are not we 
Cuilety in contemning his Love? And can an 
hatred be worſe * We condemn their Perverſity 
in Peſecuting known Truth;and is Truth cheer- 
fully embrac'd by our ſelves, when told, either 
asto belief, or the bettering our Lite ? Is it not 
received with Seoft and Irony ? Ir's very extirpa- 
tion, is it not now and then-atm'd at! If che Pha- 


riſees Perlecuted Chriſt, they pretended not to ' 


Believe: VVe profels to believe, and do we yet 
Offend ?* yer V Vound ? Yer again Crucify him, 
To ſpeak with St. Paul to the. Heb.1 6.8. VVith 
our Sins? Oar Sins /courg'd him at the Pillar ; 
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our Sins Crown'd him with Thornes , our Sins laid 
the Croſs upon,him, and Naild him upon the 
Croſs. Have we any compalſlion in our Hearts, 
and who has nor, is no Man ; let us beſtow it 
upon Chrift,it will rerurn upon our ſelves. Give 
ear, to what in che Daughters of Jeruſalem he 
ſpeaks to your Souls, Luk. 23.V. 31. Filte Jeru- 
lalem, noltte flere ſuber me, &c, Dauzbters of Je- 
rulalem, weep not upon me,but weep upon your ſelves: 
As if he ſaid : If you Pitty me, joyn your Pitty 
to mine , and pitry your ſelves. My Death is 
Cruel,yer nor Io Cruel as the Death of Sin will 
be to you, which is the Cauſe of mine : To re- 
vive you from the Death of Sin, I willingly Die, 
bur you with your-Repentance muſt concurr ; 
Weep therefore upon your ſelves, and not upon me : 
In Death ic (elf, I ſhall rejoyce, ſothat you make 
ic your Life. Thus he;whilft the Rocks {plicting 
teach us to break our obſtinate Wills, the Graves 
opening their Mouths, exhort us to an Humble 
Confeſſion ; let your grief,ſorrow, and tears ſup- 
ply-my words;and fince it is reſoly'd by the Jews, 
that Chriſt ſhall die,let this Morning the reſolve 
of Chi iſtians be, that all Jealouſtes, Envy, Hatred, 
all Sin, die ar the foot of his Croſs, to the end, 
with him we may Riſe in Glory ; in which, 
God of his infinite Mercy, grant us all finally to 
meet.
